The Kingston Shooting Affray, 


The shooting affray to which we called 
attention yesterday, us having, taken place 
in Kingaton, is thus referred to by the 
Kingston News of the 28rd June :—'* The 
citizens of Kingston were startled this 
morning bythe report that a murder had 
been committed lust night, The ¥. M. S, 
B, A, excursion came down from Belleville 
Jost night between 11 and 12 o’clock, and 
some of the young men on board, who bad 
a little more liquor than was good for them, 
gotinto # disagreement which terminat. 
ed fatally, probably for one of them, A 
young man named James Macaulay, son of 
the detective, came off the boat in company 
with two others, Mr, Fleming and Mr, J. 
McConville, Killeen, it seemns,bad a quor- 
rel with McConville, and had threatened to 
shoot bim. When they came on the wharf 
off the boat, Killeen, who was o little 
drank, saw McConville, and drow a seven 
shooter to fire at him. MoQonville canght 
him by the arma bebind, but Killeen fired 
the revolver and struck young Macauloy 
in the eye, The ball entered the pupil of 
the left eyo and proceeded onward to the 
back of the brain, so that nothing can be 
done for the sufferer but to keep down 
{oflammation by means of ice, Policoman 
Lane took Macaulay up off the ground and 
fave him to two other policemen, who 
carried bim to Dr, Yates surgery, Dr, 
Yates bad him removed to his own home 
immedintely, where be ja now. The doctor 
oxprosead it an bis opinion that Macaulay 
could not possibly recover, and Dr, Bulli 
Yao, who waa called in afterwards, concur 
red Jn this opinion, Ho may ponsibly 
linger for two or three dye, but thar fa 
about the extent of it, This occurrence 
should be a warning to people to observe 
the law which strictly forbids the carrying 
of firearms by apy person except thoae 
lleensert to do ao, in order to Prevent the 
oceurrence of any more cosen of this kind,
